to 48 below zero last winter and 
that 40 below is not unusual. 

One train east ai:d one west 
daily from Denver passes 
through Kremmling. That’s their 
only mail service. But this is 
not as bad as a little place in 
Utah where we_ stopped for 
breakfast yesterday. We pick- 
ed up what we thought was the 
Sunday paper—it was Sunday | 
morning. We noticed it was 
dated Thursday, and asked for 
the Sunday paper—but that was 
the latest paper they had, three | 
days old, and that’s how up-to- 
date they are able to keep by 
reading the papers. This was 
e Salt Lake paper, and as it 
reaches them on Sunday, it has 
all the Sunday features with it 
—such as the “funnies,” feature 
sections, etc. And mos? of you 
folks in Upland think you have 
to have a morning and evening 
paper every day—right hot off 
the press. 





It seems we have had more 
mountain driving than anything 
else since we left home—and 
there are plenty of tragedies re- 
ported. People are absolutely 
too careless in taking the nar- 
row curves in the mountains 
where only a few feet mean a 
drop of hundreds or thousands 
of feet to death. A Nebraska 
lady in this camp last evening 
was telling our wife of their nar- 
row escape. Just on a curve 
their car and another met head- 
on—the other party being on the 
wrong side of the road. The 
compact was such that both cars 
narrowly missed going over the 
edge and to their death. She 
was almost a nervous wreck at- 
ter this experience. 

We were talking to another 
tourist who is also held up here 
for repairs. He had a similar 
story—and said he was going to 
have his car fixed, sell it and

never drive in this country 
again. A careless fool coming 
down hill in the mountainous 


section almost struck him. In 
attempting to turn a sharp curve 
he was unable to make it—and 
his car went over on the side— 
miraculously escaping a plunge 
off the grade. 

A man and his wife were pick- 
ed up dead on the road near 
this little town yesterday after- 
noon—another automobile acci- 
dent, but how it was caused we 
did not learn. 


If this is a sample of condi- 
tions all through these moun- 
tains there must be a terrible 
toll of injury and death that are 
never read of in the newspap- 
ers. 





While this town of Kremm- 
ling is very small it must have 
a considerable number of peo- 
ple to draw from for business 
in ‘the surrounding country. 
Towns out here, though they 
may be small like this, are 
usually far apart. The main 





farming industry seems to be 


stock raising. Meat here is 
cheap and of excellent quality. 
Canned goods are high. We 
paid 45c for a can of pineapple 
like we buy in Upland for 20c 
and 25c. Sixty cents buys a 
good meal at the cafe—includ- 
ing a wonderful piece of steak 
well fried. This cafe—and there 
are two fairly good looking 
hotels where meals are served 
also—depends practically alto- 
gether on tourist trade.
